Well, and how long now do you thiak 
this Impreffion lafted upon their Minds ? 
For thatis the End of my Tale. Truly much 
about as long as the like Conviction of the 
late Revolution, to compare great things with 
Small, \afted upon our Minds. Was it poffi- 
ble! Would any Body be able to believe 
that in lefs than fix Weeks Time, nay before 
they ftirr’d fromthe Place, nay while the 
very Smoxe continu’d upon the Top of the 
Mountain, and while Mo/fes was receiviag 
Orders there from GOD himfelf for them, 
in the very Face of this Fire that frighted 
then:, they fhould forget all this! but fo 
it was, ar forgot all their Promifes, fet 
up a fenfelels, ridiculous ldol, a foolith Calf, 
and of their own Making too, and fall a 
dancing and citcling about it fora GOD; 
and al) this ia lefs chan tix Weeks Time— 

Was ever fuch a prepofterous Piece of 
fordid Dulnefs and Stupidity in the World? 
Was ever fuch a Deéemonftration of the 
prodigious Stupidity and Sottifhaels of Hu- 
man Niture? 

And who in our Days does this fordid, 
brutifh, unthinking Spirit of this ungrateful 
People reprove ? —Does it not couch you 
Gentlemen of the Clergy, who opprels’d by 
King Fames and his Party, were turn’d out 
of your Colleges, your Places, and would 
foon ‘have been out of your Churches ?

That fome of thefe 
very Men are the hotteR Aigh-Flyers, the 
ankeft Facolites, the firitteR Pafhv: Obe- 

dience Men now in tne Nation ; and teat in 
far chan lefs fix Weeks Time, nay almoft in 
fix Days, they look’d back frem the Plough 
to which they had fet their Hands , is ig pof- 
fible, thefe Men fhould forgetthe Wonders 
of the Revolation, and the Time whea 
terrified with the Bondage and Slavery, 
which ttey faw before them, they would: 
have given one half of their Eftates to have 
fecur'd the other! Is it poffible, they can 
now with for what chey then pull’d down, 
and can think to be fafenow under that, 
which then juNly convinc’d them, would be 
their Deftcu@tion !

And what are the Men that dothus? In 
fhort,Gentlemen, thefe are the Men this Na- 
tion is now embarrafs’d with s thefe are the 
Men we have,for thefe many Years paft,been 
ftruggting with, and mult have one Parlia- 
mentary Pull more with: °Tis not the Fa- 
cobites, 1 mean the profe{s'd Sacobites, the 
Non-Furant F4cobites, They, honeft Men, 
are fairer Enemies, théy tell us plainly what’ 
they pretend ¢o, they own their Principles, 
and (how their Faces ; They are not the Mer, 
hut “tis the Furamt Facobites, the perjui'd 
Facobites, 1 might nave faid, for fuch even- 
tually is every Agh Flying Church-man , 
thefe are the Men thac feek the Ruin of 
that very Goverament they are {worn to. 

And now Gentlemen of the Houfe of Com 
mons, who are urawing together in the firft 
great Affembly of this Ifland, accept a brief 
Hint or two, of what you ave to expeét iu 
this enfuing Parliament. It has been thought

Praétice, tho’ hone of the maft 
juftifiable, co blaft the Honour and Chara- 
Ger of a Man in [ome Office, which Ome- 
body elfe has a Mind co; and tnis unhinges 
him is his Place aga Criovinal, and chen the 
Charge needs no farther Profecution; Thus 
Somebody accos'd Somebody of great 
Frauds, ec. cill be got into his Place, and 
then the Charge fell, the Fith was caughe 
chen, the Complaint was popviar, ihe poor 
Nation cheated aad abus’d, aod Meney 
embezzel'd, and the like— But beg hi

Place was obtain’d, HOW little Care was 
taken to profecure for the Nation. 

In this Cafe, Ithink, a late Parliament 
laid a very good Precedent inthe Cafe of 
Petitions in Ele&ions, Viz. That if upon 
Hearing, the Petiticn~fhould appear fri- 
volous and vexatious, the Petitioner fhould 
pay the Charges of the Perfon petitioned 
againft, and be farther punifh’d at the 
Pleafure ot the Houfe. 

GOD forbid, but the Mif-behaviour of 
all Men in publick Offices in the Govertn- 
ment fhould receive its due Cenfyre in your 
Houfe, Offenders be brought to Juftice, 
and no Man is too big for your Cegnizance. 

GOD forbid, Gentlemen, that the Mif- 
managements of all Sorts, in any of the 
Perfons employ’d by Her Majefty, duly en- 
quir’d into, and fairly prov’d, thould pais 
unpunih’d ; if our Generals abroad, of 
Statefmen at home, have broke the Laws, 
betray’d their Truft, embezzel’d, or mifap- 
ply’d, Amen, Let them account to them, 
to whom they ought to account, and let 
them fall a Sacrifice to their own Folly and 
Knavery. 

But if the Houfe will but be pleas’d to 
determine fomething fuitable to be awarded 
to afalfe Accufer, to him that blafts with 
the Breath, but comes not near enough to 
bice with his Teeth; if your Honours will 
impeach every Criminal, and profecute ¢- 
very Impeachment, and feverely punifh ¢- 
very frivolous, vexatious Complainer 3 this 
would dafh the Hopes of a ftrong Party, 
that are now contriving Mifchief againft 
their Neighbours; this wouid exalt Par- 
liamentary Juftice, and make all your 
Work eafie; it would clear up the Place 
from the Poifons of Envy and Malice, which 
infeét the Air round about you; it would 
make you bea true Source of Juftice ; no 
honeft Man would be afraid of you, nor no 
Knave would fhelcer himfelf under your 
Shaduw.
